Janet Chadwick, for. all Commis- 
sioner of Activities; Tom.McClusky, 
Senator; Pat Walberg (incumbent), 
Senator. 


Tom Van Dyke, who had originally 
filed to have his name placed on the 
ballot as a candidate for Commis- 
sioner of Activities, has said that he 
is a write-in candidate for that office.

candidates, Dr. Willits, Dean of 
Student. Personnel, said that if a

If mental or physical disabilities 
prevented you from completing your 
schooling within the allotted 10 
years, a new law will enable you to 
return to school for whatever length 
of time VA determines was lost due 
to the illness. 

This Jaw. gives us. a welcome 
opportunity to help veterans who had 
their education delayed or interrupt- 
ed because of circumstances beyond 
their control,’’ said R.F. Welch, 
Director of VA’s San _ Francisco

Welch also announced that vets 
attending school full-time will re- 
ceive $2.65 per hour for work-study 
programs, up from the $2.50 former- 
ly paid. 

The change is effective Jan. 1. 
Director Welch noted that VA will 
continue to pay up to 40% of the total 
allowance. 

In other vet news, holders of G.|. 
life insurance policies are due to 
receive dividends totaling $445.6 
million during 1978. VA announced 
the dividends and said no action 
need be taken by the holders of the 
policies as the payment will be sent 
automatically.

Board bids ‘Happy New Year’ 
to Indian Program, Sentinel 


‘“‘Happy New Year to everyone 
that’s here. It’s nice to be here in 
1978—flailing away,’’ said acting 
Governing Board President Craig 
Wiley. 

And thus began the first Govern- 
ing Board meeting of 1978. 

Board actions included... 

Trustees allotted $28,400 to the 
Disadvantaged Student Program (to 
be given to the American Indian 
Program) plus approximately 
$32,000 in matching funds from the 
school. 

They approved the purchase of a 
new type-setting machine for the 
Panther Sentinel. The new mach- 
ine, the ACM 9000, described by 
Sentinel adviser Richard. Andre as 
a ‘versatile and sophisticated 
machine,’’ will be purchased from 
the Salinas Californian and will 
probably arrive at the Sentinel by 
February 17. 

A part-time counselor for the Fort 
Ord instructional program has been 


authorized and screening is expected 


to begin soon. The counselor will 
work both in Fort Ord and Fort 
Hunter Ligget. 


ASHC—$150 to CDC, 
no aid for Indians 


‘‘’m_ not looking at it. as a 
minority—| look at it as people.”’ 

American Indian Club president 
Fidel Lorenzo has asked the ASHC 
for its support in the clubs effort to 
add more classes concerning Ameri- 
can Indians to the Hartnell curricu- 
lum. 

The initial ASHC response was, 
‘¢*=We don’t have much authority on 
this campus. We: have as much 
power as Joe Schmoe.’’ 

Lorenzo explained that the club 
merely wished to obtain the official 
support of the student organization 
before’ proceeding further in their 
efforts to equalize ~education at 
Hartnell. 

Commissioner of Facilities Pat 
Williams summed up the feeling of 
all of the officers by saying ‘‘We like 
your idea and if you come back with a 

definite proposal we will probably 
support it. 

4n other ASHC business... ” 

$150 will be given to Hartnell’s 
child development center. The first 
$100 is to be used as scholarships for 
parents who are fulltime Hartnell 
students. The remaining $50 is 
reserved for ‘‘emergency payments’’ 
—i.e. if a parent cannot afford to pay 
the child’s tuition at the moment, 
part of the remaining $50 will be 
loaned to cover the cost. 

The money was allotted in order to 
fulfill a- verbal agreement made 
between last year’s ASHC president 
and the Child Development Center 


After voting with the rest of the 
Board to approve the hiring of the 
counselor, Trustee Granville Perkins 
expressed-concern over the ‘‘whole 
parade of goodies’’ the board might 
approve and said he has a ‘‘tendency 
to want to put my feet down and 
brace myself.’’ 

Board member James Schwefel 
added that he was in favor of 
coordinating the ‘‘little part-time 
jobs’’. 

Perkins added that he wanted to 
see more management of all the 
details and that he was not so sure 
that they are being managed. 

Hartnell President Gibb Madsen 
replied that as many jobs as possible 
have been consolidated.
